Researcher 
Here To Study 
Polio Spread 


Doctor Albert B. Sabin 
Seeks To Learn How 
Virus Is Carried. 


Doctor Albert B. Sabin arrived 
in Atlanta by plane from Cuincin- 
nati yesterday afternoon to con- 
duct field research on poliomye- 
litis, on behalf of the Children’s 
Hospital Research Foundation at 
the University of Cincinnati, work- 
Ing with the aid of the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis 

He is the first of a number of 
research men expected here from 
other polio research organizations 

He will confer with Doctor 
James F. Hackney, assistant city 
health officer, and state health of- 
ficers. Doctor Hackney said last 
night he welcomed polio research 
men to the city. 

Like other medical men, Doctor 
Sabin is concentrating on learning 
how the disease spreads, a prob- 
lem he has been studying 10 years 

“The virus is definitely eliminat- 
ed from the body,’ the doc- 
tor. “The question how it 
spreads to others. Naturally, 
question of flies arises. They 
spread other diseases, but cannot 
be vet charged with carrying po- 
liomyelitis.” 

The doctor said that the disease 
may well be spread by children 
suffering from a form of the di- 
sease so mild that it does not pre- 
vent them continuing their 
normal! activities 

For example, he said, a child 
may have a slight nausea and fev- 
er at night and by morning feel 
no further 11] effects of polio, al- 
still able to transmit the 
germ to playmates. 

Doctor Sabin will request per- 
mission of city and state author- 
ities to collect samples which he 
will forward to his laboratory in 
Cincinnati, where they will be 
tested through injection into mon- 
keys, 

Now associate professor 
Pediatrics. at the University 
Cincinnati, Doctor Sabin was until 
two years ago with the Rocke- 
feller Institute in New York.

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
NATIONAL INTERESTS IMPERILED W AS HINGTON, 


July 25.—As a com- 
mander-in-chief and chief of staff, respectively, of the nation’s 
armed forces, President Roosevelt and General Marshall have in- 
formed congress that the country is faced with a situation in which 
its national interests are imperiled unless the Selective Service Act 
is amended to permit keeping draftees and National Guardsmen in 
the service longer than one year. 

Congress itself has voted upwards of $40,000,000,000 for national 
defense in recognition of this same situation created by war de- 
velopments abroad. The Selective Service Act was designed to 
implement this huge defense expenditure. 

Considering the past action of congress, on the one hand, and 
the present recommendation of the President and chief of staff, on 
the other, it is inconceivable that any question should be raised 
about the matter. 

Congress has certainly certified the President's appraisal of the 
danger to us that lies in the international situation. If the nation 
is faced with this sort of peril, it obviously would be in far greater 
peril if two-thirds of the Army (selectees and National Guards- 
men) were sent home within the next few months and a lot of raw, 
untrained troops substituted for them. The only possible issue that 
could be raised is whether or not the nation is faced with a situation 
wherein its interests are imperiled. 

Once raised, the question is presented: Who is better fitted to 
decide the issue, congress or the commander-in-chief and the chief 
of staff? Put in another way, it might be: Who should congress 
listen to in deciding the issue? 


Judging from the recent testi- 
mony before the Senate Military 
Affairs Committee, which has the selective service bill under con- 
sideration, congress is showing a disposition to pay as much atten- 
tion to crackpots and pacifists as it is the commander-in-chief and 
the chief of staff. The amazing part about it is that representa- 
tives of either group should be allowed even to take up the time 
of the committee in discussing the

Three city council committees 
yesterday recommended raising 
295 Negro employes of the mu- 
nicipal ty $10,781 for the remalin- 
der of the year even while Mayor 
LeCraw was pleading with 178 
Strixing Negro garbage collectors. 
Who have- practically paralyzed 
collections Since Tuesday, to re- 
turn to their jobs at the same sal- 
ary they are now receiving. 

The strikers remained adamant 
in refusing to return to work. 

Under a recommendation of the 
Sanitary committee, the strikers 
would get a 25-cents-a-day in- 
crease instaed of the 50 cents de- 
manded. The committee’s recom- 
mendation would cost $6,460 
the remainder of the vear. 

In addition, the water commit- 
tee recommended that 38 Negro 
employes be raised $2,661 and the 
construction department that 79 
Negroes be raised $1,660 for the 
remainder of tne year. The two 
latter proposals would give ihe 
employes an income of $li5a week, 
the same salary the garbage 
lectors now receive 
Mavor LeCraw hes insis 
compromise be made with the 
iking employes, charging them 
onsibili ity of imperil- 
ing the health of the community 
by striking during the heaviest 
season of the year, but the 
mittee actions vesterday ignored 
the mayors stand and sought to 
compromise the issues.

It may be a little late to warn 
but there is such a thing as 
too much sun where hair 
is concerned. If you are premedi- 
tatedly blonde and don't bother to 
protect your hair, it. soon begins

to look like straw. And if you are 


a brownette you're apt to turn 


into a monotone, with hair and 
skin the same shade. 

In any case, a great deal of 
sun is not good for your hair. It 
tends to destroy the cystine con- 
tent and the results are brittle- 
ness and splitting ends. Since the 
amount of sun your hair can stand 
depends on how much oil there 
is In it, you should make a rule 
of brushing your hair vigorously 
every day. In addition, you might 
use one of the hair oils. 

Brushing is the best conditioner 
for your hair. Just as a matter 
of course, you should brush it 100 
strokes a day. And when your 
hair is dry, you should boost the 
number to 300 strokes or more. 
That may sound like a of 
brushing, but some of the women 
noted for their beauty make a 
habit of brushing their hair for 
30) 40 minutes daily. 

Use the brush in an up-and-out 
stroke and at the end of the stroke 
turn the brush slightly to give the 
roots an extra tug and stimulate 
the circulation in your scalp. 
Never use a wire brusn—it breaks 
the hair and irritates the scalp 

Before your wash your hair, 
give it a thorough brushing and 
then afterwards massage the clean 
scalp with a cream or tonic con- 
taining oil. The soap should not 
be too strong nor the water too 
hot as strong alkali solutions and 
heat cause your hair to break. 

If vou are losing your’ hair, the 
trouble may be lack of brushing, 
your diet, or your health. Nobody 
can promise that a certain food 
will give you beautiful hair but 
we do know that protein the 
element needed for building ma- 
terial throughout the body. It is 
the chief component of muscles, 
tissues and organs on the inside, 
and of skin, hair and nails on the 
outside. 

The complete protein foods are 
milk, eggs, cheese and meat and 
are an essential part of your bal- 
anced. diet. There is no doubt 
that they contribute to hair beau- 
tv But you also have the 
fruits, vegetables and whole grains 
that are needed to balance your 
menus. 

Unless you

Next to regular brushing, the 
best solution most of us could 
make would be have our hair 
waved the dav before it looks 
stringy instead of a couple of davs 
later.

The tax bill text and accom- 
panying majority report were to 
be filed with the house late to- 
night. under a prior agreement 
permitting this during the week- 
end adjournment. Since they had 
to be printed overnight, their pub- 
lication was withheld until tomor- 
row.
